Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report, 
including  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report,  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  i960. 

In  the  statistical  tables  which  follow,  births  and 
deaths  have  been  corrected  for  ’’inward"  and  "outward" 
transfers  -  i.e.,  they  refer  on3.y  to  persons  who  normally 
reside  in  the  District,  and  they  include  all  births  and 
deaths  among  them  wherever  occurring.  They  have  also  been 
adjusted  to  allow  for  any  difference  in  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  local  population  when  compared  with  the 
averages  for  England  and  Wales.  Infectious  diseases, 
however,  are  allocated  to  the  district  in  which  they  arise 
irrespective  of  place  of  normal  residence  of  the  patient. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  grow  at 
the  rate  of  approximately  5^  P^r  annum,  due  mostly  to  new 
arrivals  from  other  Districts.  There  were  25^  live  births 
an  increase  of  22  over  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  there  were  only  3  deaths  of  infants  under  the 
age  of  one  year,  and  no  maternal  deaths.  These  figures 
indicate  a  very  high  standard  of  care  of  mothers  and  infants 
The  death  rate  was  virtually  unchanged  (=  9*5  pc-r  1000 
population),  a  large  proportion  of  deaths  being  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation. 
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The  incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases  was  exceedingly 
low,  and  there  w'ere'no  deaths  from  these  causes. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  the  District 
during  the  year,  and  1^02  persons  were  X-Rayed,  which  is  a 
satisfactory  response  for  a  District  of  this  size.  Sessions

Nine  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered,  of  which 
one  required  irxoediate  treatment  and  four  occasional  supervision. 
Eleven  other  abnormalities  were  also  found,  including  one  case 
of  bronchial  cancer. 

In  concluding,  I  would  again  like  to  record  ny  appreciation 
to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
continued  help  and  co-operation,  and  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year.

results. 

SystCxUatic  inspection  of  the  area  was  made  for  the 
presence  of  rats  and  mice.  The  work  of  disinfestation  was 
effected  v/here  necessary;  a  freo  service  being  given  to 
domestic  premises  and  a  charge  being  made  for  business  preni 


The  Contract  service  formerly  given  by  the  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Department  and  now  operated  by  the 
Council  was  continued  successfullyo  There  was  a  failure 
to  renev;  contracts  on  the  part  of  two  farmers  in  the  area 
because  of  our  inability  to  deal  with  rabbits,  moles,  pigeons, 
foxes,  etc. 

Complaints  were  again  received  of  the  nuisance  from  flies 
from  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Brooker  Road.  The  open 
faces  of  this  tip  are  an  inducement  to  the  breeding  of  flies, 
wasps  and  rodents.  The  constant  use  of  insecticides,  applied 
by  means  of  a  pressure  blower,  assisted  in  keeping  dom  these 
insects.  Warfarin  baits  were  used  for  the  extermination  of 
rodents , 

During  the  year  complaints  v;ere  received  of  wasps,  ants, 
flies  and  mosquitoes.  The  Department  was  able  to  deal 
effectively  with  most  of  those  but  the  fly  remains  a  problem. 

An  open  ditch  at  Tov/niaead  was  infested  by  mosquitoes  and 
caused  serious  nuisance  to  the  occupants  of  nearby  houses.  A 
we>jkly  spray  with  Zaldecide  Powder  kept  the  situation  under, 
control.  The  ditch  should  be  filled  in  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.

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It  is  estimated  that  there  are  400  caravans  in  the  area. 
The  Council  Site  known  as  Woodbine  Close  is  occupied  to 
capacity.  There  are  66  standings  on  this  site  and  there  is 
a  waiting  list  for  vacancies.  Of  the  66  caravan  sites  at 
Woodbine  Close j  there  have  been  no  less  than  27  removals  during 
the  year.  This  has  enabled  the  Council  to  offer  a  similar 
number  of  new  licences  which  has  helped  to  reduce  the  waiting 
list . 

Other  licenced  sites  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the

Act  having  separate  privy  accommodation  for  the  sexes j  an 
adequate  supply  of  pure  water,  covered  receptacles  for  refuse 
and  means  for  the  disposal  of  waste  v/ater. 

Twenty  visits  were  made  to  the  sites  during  the  year. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION . 

The  Council  continued  its  participation  in  the  Essex 
County  Council's  Scheme  for  recording  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere. 

Daily  readings  of  the  volumetric  instrument  are  taken 
in  the  Department,  The  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide 
instruments  are  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratories,  Thresh  House,  Verulam  Street,  Gray's  Inn  Road, 
London,  W.C.l,  for  examination  and  analysis  at  monthly 
intervals. 

Observations  were  made  of  the  various  stacks  in  the  area 
and  generally  conditions  were  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 
Exceptions  were  the  smoke  from  the  boilers  used  for  "steam 
raising"  in  the  nurseries  during  soil  sterilisation.  There 
has  been  ample  time  for  this  matter  to  have  received  the 
attention  required  by  the  nurserymen  and  the  enforcement  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  where  contraventions  occur  must  be  expected. 

Despite  the  Minister's  undertaking  that  Crovn  premises 
would  co-operate  in  the  implementing  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
the  Eastern  Electricity  Board's  Power  Station  at  Brimsdown 
continues  to  be  a  miajor  source  of  pollution  in  this  area. 
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LICENCED  PREMISES 


Twenty-nine  visits  v;ere  made  to  licenced  premises,  and 
conditions  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE 


The  area  is  sewered  in  the  nain  to  an  outfall  at  the 
Old  Sewerage  Works  in  Brooker  Road.  From  there  it  is  pumped 
under  the  River  Lea  and  thence  by  gravity  to  the  Middlesex 
V/orks  at  Deephans. 

In  addition  the  Sewardstonebury  area  is  drained  to  a 
snail  but  satisfactory  works  in  Sewardstonebury;  one  from  a 
small  area  in  the  Fox  and  Hounds  district  is  drained  to 
Chingford  and  one  farm  to  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Collection  is  made  weekly  from  all  properties  in  the  area 
by  two  modern  S.D.  vehicles. 

Disposal  is  at  a  tip  at  Pole  Hols  Gravel  Pit,  Little 
Parndon,  in  co-operation  v/ith  the  Harlow  Urban  District  Council 
Some  refuse  is  now  being  tipped  at  the  Old  Sewage  Works. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  at  a  small  charge. 

CESSPOOLS 


Cesspools  are  emptied  quarterly  by  Contract. 


ROADS 


Council  maintained  streets  are  scavenged  and  gullies 
emptied  by  direct  labour. 


SALVAGE 


V/aste  paper  is  collected  and  sold  to  a  paper  pulping 
firm.  Rags  and  scrap  metal  are  also  collected  and  sold. 

Fig  food  is  collectv^d  and  processed  by  a  local  firm 
holding  contract  with  th^  Council. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Conveniences  are  provided  for  both  sexes  at  the  ’’Kings 
Oak”,  High  Beech  (during  the  sunnier  oonths),  the  Town  Hall 
and  Farm  Hill  Road.  Unfortunately  these  properties  suffer 
seriously  fron  wilful  damage. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  is  vjithin  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s 
area  of  supply.  There  are  outlying  parts  of  the  district 
which  do  not  receive  the  benefit  of  this  supply  and  depend 
solely  on  w^ater  fron  shallow  wells. 

At  Claverhanbury ,  The  Clapton  Stadium  Limited  supply 
their  dwel.ling  houses  and  kennels,  together  with  an  adjoining 
dairy  farm,  with  water  obtained  from  an  artesian  well. 

Samples  of  v/ater  have  been  obtained  from  wells  in  various 
parts  of  the  district  and  also  from  the  public  mains  and 
swimming  pool.

Systenatic  exanination  of  all  carcases  did  not  reveal  any 
affected  by  the  parasite. 

All  neat  surrendered  is  disposed  of  to  reputable  contractors 
who  sterilise  the  unfit  neat  in  stean  digesters.  The  resulting 
product  is  utilised  in  industry.  All  other  foods  are  rendered 
innocuous  by  boiling  and  used  for  pig  food;  where  this  is  not 
practicable  the  articles  are  burnt. 

The  nunber  of  animals  slaughtered  fell  by  3^16;  52,3^  for  1^G^ 
against  55^79^  1959.  It  will  be  seen  that  an  average  of  over 

1000  animals  a  xv/eek  were  slaughtered  and  inspected.  This  entailed 
a  gr^at  -.heal  of  additional  work  for  the  Officers  of  the  Department 
nest  outside  of  normal  office  hours. 
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Recently  a.  Trade  Representative  supported  Sunday 
slaughtering  on  the  grounds  ’’that  it  helped  the  rural  butcher”, 
a  flimsy  argument  in  my  opinion  because  it  is  the  larger 
concerns  who  continue  this  practice  because  in  their  experience 
”the  Monday  Market  is  the  best”.  One  wonders  v/hy  in  this  day 
and  age  of  refrigeration,  and  the  talk  of  the  five  day  week 
for  shops,  the  Monday  Market  is  necessary.  There  surely  is 
no  consumer  demand  for  meat  on  a  Monday,  With  a  little 
forethought  the  Meat  Trade  could  surely  modernise  its  procedure 
and  bring  it  into  line  with  other  progressive  trades. 

As  the  Ministry  appears  reluctant  to  legislate  times 
and  days  of  s^laughtering  to  allow  the  Local  Authority  to  do 
so,  it  might  help  the  latter  and  its  Officers  in  another  way, 
i,e,  by  insisting  on  the  compulsory  resting  of  animals  for 
a  period  of  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  slaughter.  This  would 
require  adequate  organisation  in  the  slaughterhouse  to  deal 
properly  V7ith  the  "through-put ”  and  go  a  long  way  towards 
regulating  the  hours  of  slaughter.  At  present  animals  are 
sent  from  the  farm  to  the  market,  and  so  to  the  slaughterhouse 
and  there  slaughtered;  the  carcase  conveyed  to  the  i:ieat 
market  and  then  to  the  butchers  shop.  All  this  in  the  space 
of  twenty-four  hours.  The  animal  has  not  been  rested  and 
the  quality  of  the  meat  must  be  affected,
